1604;and 

b. One representatives from each Cook Couniy Suburban Council on Governments (COG); and 

e. Four representatives from the Labor Unions, which perform construction on prevailing wage 
works, to be designated by Chicago Federation of Labor and Chicago and Cook County Building 
Trades Council; and 

d. Two representatives from the Labor Management Cooperation Committees to be designated by 
the Chief Sponsor of the underlying ordinance; and 

e. Three representatives from the business community to be designated by the representative 
members of the Workforce. Housing and Community Development Committee, Labor Committee, 
and Finance Committee.
